Heavy rain and strong winds left a trail 
of misery during Christmas week, with 
floods, powercuts and massive trans¬ 
port disruption. 

Worst affected was the Leatherhead 
area, where the River Mole burst its 
banks on Christmas Eve and firemen 
had to rescue people and horses from 
flooded homes and fields. 

Its leisure centre and fire station 
were both cut off by the rising flood- 
water, which inundated Randalls Park 
crematorium, forcing it to cancel 
funerals until the end of this week.

On Epsom Downs, part of the 
roof of the Duchess’s Stand at 
the racecourse was peeled back 
in high winds, the second time 
this has happened in less than 
two years. 

Thousands of people trying to 
get home for Christmas faced 
long delays and cancellations 
on the trains as blown down 
trees and flooding blocked lines 
during Monday's storm. 

Parts of Banstead and Tad- 
worth suffered a power cut 
early the next morning. 

Many roads were blocked by 
trees and flooding with fire¬ 
fighters having to rescued six 
people with a baby from a car 
stuck in the water on the 
Brighton Road in Lower 
Kingswood. 

On Thursday afternoon, a 
man broke both legs after his 
motorbike crashed into a 
water-filled ditch Hook Road in 
Epsom. 

Monday’s storm caused 
considerably more damage and 
disruption than the St Judes’ 
day storm in October, when the 
winds were stronger, in part be¬ 
cause the ground was already 
saturated. 

Dealing with its impact was 
more difficult because the 
storm struck when many 
staff at councils and key 
services had already left for 
Christmas. 

Deborah Gill, 49, stranded by 
flood water at her home in 
Beaufort Way, Ewell, said she 
felt “completely bereft” after 
she was kept on hold for 10 
minutes when she tried to re¬ 
port it to Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil. 

Firefighters rescued 25 hors¬ 
es from flooded fields at Thorn- 
croft Stables in Thorncroft 
Drive, Leatherhead on Christ¬ 
mas Eve. 

Natasha Bell, 40, whose sis¬ 
ter-in-law Andrea Norbury 
runs the stables said: “It was 
one of the worst days of my life. 
We had 25 horses that needed 
rescuing. It was horrific. 

“We just wanted to say thank 
you to the firefighters because 
they were absolutely amazing.” 

Epsom Downs Racecourse 
has promised a full investiga¬ 
tion into why its roof, which is 
just four years old and covered 
with an aluminium skin no 
thicker than a credit card, 
ripped again in winds regis¬ 
tered at just 47.9 miles an hour 
at a weather station in nearby 
Ewell. 

Insulating material was 
blown across a wide area of the 
Downs and was being collected 
by racecourse staff. 

When it happened two years 
ago the racecource accepted it 
was caused by “freak winds” 
and its managing director said 
he had demanded a guarantee 
from contractors it would 
never happen again.

January 


□ Health chiefs announced 
they now wanted to close two 
A&E and two maternity units 
in the region - even before the 
Better Service Better Value 
(BSBV) team had time to 
consider the implications of 
including Epsom Hospital in 
its healthcare review. 

The move led campaigners, 
headed by Chris Grayling MP, 
to step up their efforts to pro¬ 
tect the hospital. 

□ John Wooding, 29, an 
Ashtead lawyer and experi¬ 
enced climber, died after 
falling in the Scottish 
Cairngorms. Mr Wooding, who 
went to Therfield School and 
then Oxford, was airlifted off 
the mountain but died later of 
his injuries. Friends and fami¬ 
ly paid tribute to a brilliant 
man and fearless climber. 

□ A West Ewell family 
demanded action after their 
home was over-run by ven¬ 
omous false black widow spi¬ 
ders. Rebecca Deal, of Colme 
Court, said her three-month- 
old daughter was bitten on the 
head by one. Epsom Council 
promised to help if fumigation, 
arranged by her housing 
association failed. In October a 


series of sightings of the 
spiders across the region 
caused public alarm. 

February 


□ There was widespread 
outrage at the death of an 81- 
year-old Banstead woman, 
Gloria Foster, who was left to 
starve to death in her home 
after the agency which cared 
for her was shut down by im¬ 
migration officers. She was 
found after nine days but died 
later in hospital. Her death 
triggered a series of inquiries 
and the suspension of two 


Surrey Council officers 
following a damning report. 

□ A teenager out jogging was 
attacked by a fox in Worple 
Road, Epsom. Clare Laudy, 17, 
said she was running down the 
road at 8pm in the dark when 
the fox struck. She said: “Out 
of nowhere this fox leapt out at 
me and it was biting my leg.” 
The attack fuelled demands for 
a cull but wildlife experts 
insisted there was no cause for 
alarm. 

□ A Tadworth man pleaded 
guilty to handling an extreme¬ 
ly rare medieval jug worth 


£750,000 and described as a 
“national treasure”. The 
Wenlok Jug was found in a 
property in Tadworth after it 
was stolen from a display case 
in Luton. Ronald Nash, of 
Pitwood Green, pleaded guilty 
to the crime and to supplying 
class A drugs. 

March 


□ Lame, embarrassing and 
hideous were three of the 
words used by people to de¬ 
scribe the slogans, such as “I 
love the toyshops” unveiled on 
the facade of Epsom station. 

The slogans added to the 
controversy surrounding the 
Faces of Epsom artwork un¬ 
veiled the previous year as 


part of the station redevelop¬ 
ment. 

□ A spell of very cold and 
windy weather had some unex¬ 
pected consequences when a 
burst water main near the Star 
Inn in Leatherhead created an 
ice tree sculpture. It also 
bought down a huge tree, 
destroying a summer house in 
Great Tattenhams, Epsom. 

□ Epsom Council gave the 
green light for the creation of 
45 flats for homeless young 
people in East Street, Epsom. 

The scheme will cost £5m. 
Residents raised concerns 
about noise and antisocial be¬ 
haviour, but councillors as¬ 
sured them any impact will be 
minimal.

□ Campaigners gained an 
injunction to stop developers 
from spraying herbicide and 
clearing land at the historic 
Cherkley Court estate near 
Leatherhead. Longshot want¬ 
ed to create a golf course and 
luxury hotel on the site and 
threatened to seek damages 
against campaign group 
Cherkley Campaign - some¬ 
thing campaigners dismissed 
as “pure puff”. 

□ Tributes poured in for 
Baroness Thatcher who died 
this month. Epsom’s MP said 
the Iron Lady was one of

Britain’s greatest prime 
ministers who “transformed” 
the country. Banstead MP 
Crispin Blunt said she 
“changed the UK and the 
world for the better”. 

□ A woman was outraged to 
find that naturists made use 
of the swimming pool at LA 
Fitness in Ewell after hours. 
Aline Belisario said she was 
shocked, angry and did not 
want to sit where a naked per¬ 
son had been. Both the fitness 
club and the naturist Noah’s 
Ark swim and sauna club 
rejected her complaints as 
ill-founded. 

May 


□ Doctors, politicians, 
patients and this newspaper 
urged members of Epsom 
Downs clinical commission¬ 
ing group (EDCCG) to reject 
plans by the BSBV hospital re¬ 
view to downgrade Epsom 
Hospital. Hundreds of resi¬ 
dents turned up to lobby them 
at Epsom Downs Racecourse 
when they were supposed to 
vote on the issue - only to dis¬ 
cover that at the last moment 
they had been instructed to 
postpone the decision. 

□ Former porn addict Nathan 
Ferreira and Gerald Coates, 
team leader at Pioneer 
Engage Church in 
Leatherhead are touring the 
country to promote their 
book, Sexual Healing - 


Identity, Sexuality, Calling - 
that aims to help Christians 
break from pornography. Mr 
Ferreira said the idea for the 
book was sparked after Mr 
Coates helped him stop using 
porn. 

□ Harry Goodwin 22, feared 
he would be permanently 
scarred after being bitten in 
the face by a rottweiller in the 
Traditional Barbers in Ewell. 
Police said they could not take 
action because the attack took 


place on private property. It is 
understood that the owner de¬ 
cided not to have the dog in 
the shop in future. 

June 


□ The 234th Epsom Derby 
attracted a crowd of 120,000 
people who watched Ruler of 
the World, ridden by Aidan 
O’Brien, trounce favourite 
Dawn Approach, who trailed 
in last. 


□ Surrey County Council was 
accused of hypocrisy after it 
emerged that £12m of its staff 
pension fund was still 
invested in tobacco compa¬ 
nies, despite taking over re¬ 
sponsibility for promoting 
anti smoking in the county 
earlier this year. A meeting of 
its pension fund board decid¬ 
ed its primary duty was get¬ 
ting the maximum return on 
investments and delegated 
ethical considerations to 
external fund managers. 


□ The Ashley Centre got into 
hot water after announcing it 
planned to bring in live 
penguins for an educational 
event highlighting the 
dangers of climate change. It 
swiftly pulled the plug on the 
idea following criticism from 
customers and wildlife 
campaigners. 

□ Nescot announced that a 
consortium it leads had won a 
£75m contract to run the first 
women-only vocational train¬ 
ing centre in Saudi Arabia. 
Sunaina Mann from the 
college, the first Asian college 
principal in the UK, flew out 
to Riyadh to seal the deal. Five 
hundred students were due to 
start at the centre in the 
autumn.

July 


□ A competition to choose a 
sculpture to commemorate 
the Suffragettes on the cente¬ 
nary of the death of Emily 
Davison at Epsom Downs 
Racecourse, ran into contro¬ 
versy after it emerged that the 
judging committee had select¬ 
ed the design that garnered 
the fewest public votes when 
they went on show at the 
Ebbisham Centre. 

□ Thousands of people signed 
a petition opposing Mole 
Valley District Council’s 
plans to turn Barnett Wood 
Lane allotments near the 
Leatherhead bypass into a 
huge housing development. 
After a protracted battle by 
the allotment holders, 
supported by green belt 
protesters, the council

announced a plan in August 
for Barratt Homes to build 500 
homes on 32 acres, part- 
owned by an Oxford college. 

□ Drawings of “Doodle Bugs” 
- German VI flying bombs - 
done by children inside an air 
raid shelter at West Ewell In¬ 
fants School in Ruxley Lane 
during World War Two are to 
be removed before the shelter 


is demolished and preserved 
at Bourne Hall. 

August 


□ A speeding 4x4 went out of 
control and demolished part 
of a house in Higher Drive, 
Banstead. Two young men in 
the car were injured but the 
house owner, Angela Veglio, 


said it was amazing no one 
was killed and thanked her 
guardian angel that she was 
upstairs at the time. 

□ Blacks Burgers, the restau¬ 
rant chain credited with cre¬ 
ating Europe’s biggest burger, 
the Beast, opened a branch in 
Epsom. The burger includes 
61b lOoz of beef with no fewer 
than nine slices of cheese plus 


a similar number of bacon 
rashers 

□ Award-winning NHS care 
provider Edics, which was set 
up by local doctors, was 
forced into administration by 
the newly formed Surrey 
Downs clinical commission¬ 
ing group after it decided not 
to renew its contract to run 
clinics across the area. 


September 


□ A millionaire who mooned 
in frustration during a bitter 
six-year neighbour dispute 
over a line of trees captured 
the public attention this 
month. The incident took 
place in posh Kingswood fol¬ 
lowing a series of incidents 
including the chopping down 
of some of the trees, a fire and 
a smashed greenhouse. 

□ Alien believer Liam Speirs 
from Tadworth organised an 
out-of-this world wedding for 
his bride, Lynn at a deserted 
airfield with an alien head 
wedding cake. After it was 
shown on the TV programme, 
Don’t Tell the Bride, Mrs 
Speirs said: “I am pleased 
everyone has seen how crazy 
my husband is.

□ Banstead MP Crispin Blunt 
survived a move to stop him 
from representing the Conser¬ 
vatives in the constituency at 
the next election.
